TRENDS in NURSING EDUCATION 
by Patricia J. Flynn, R.N.,B.S.N. 


The Army Nurse Corps has been and continues to be a progressive 
leader in the area of education. The earliest program for nurse 
education was the Army School of Nursing; which opened in 1918 
and trained a total of 937 nurses (Diploma) before it was closed 
in 1931 as an economy measure. The next significant program was 
the Cadet Nurse Corps, which was formed under the U.S. Public 
Health Service in 1943 to relieve the critical shortage of nurses 
post WWII. Federal funds paid the tuition, fees, and other ex- 
penses for over 124,065 graduates from over 1,125 of the nation's 
schools of nursing before the program was terminated in 1948. 


Some more recent programs included the RSNP, ASNP, and WRAIN pro- 
grams. The Registered Nurse Student Program was designed to offer 
financial aid to Registered Nurses who retumed to school to com- 
plete a degree in nursing. The Army Student Program provided 
tuition, fees, and a small salary to individuals in their last one 
or two years in a NLN accredited Baccalaurate Nursing Program. 

The Walter. Reed Institute of Nursing provided financial assistance 
to high school graduates who desired a 4-year program in nursing 
and graduates of this program received a bachelor of science in 
nursing from the University of Maryland. All of these financial 
aid programs have been discontinued since 1975, when funds for 
them were no longer appropriated by Congress. 
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Since 1972, women have been eligible to participate in the ROTC 
(Reserve Officer Training Corps) which offers programs in leader- 
ship training and scholarships at many of the nation's universities. 
Women have also been eligible for attendance at the Service Academies 
in the cadet programs since 1976. 


The Army Nurse Corp continues to be progressive in the area of 
nurse education through it's Nurse Clinician and other Continuing 
Education Programs. The first of the Army's Clinician Programs 
was developed in 1946, when a 26 week course in Psychiatric 
Nursing was initiated at Brooke Army Medical Center, San Antonio, 
Texas. In 1947, a 56 week program for anesthesiology for nurses 
was established to qualify graduates for the certification exam 
of the AANA. Later in 1951, a graduate level program in Health 
Care Administration was developedin affiliation with Baylor Uni- 
versity. 


In addition to these earlier programs, the Army Nurse Corps 
operates specialty courses designed to prepare nurses to function 
in the areas of OB/GYN, Intensive Care, Psychiatry/Mental Health, 
Pediatrics, Ambulatory Care, Operating Room, Community Health, and 
Midwifery. These courses are available to qualified Army Nurse 
Corps Officers at no educational expense, and many of the courses 
carry up to 12 Master's level credits from the University of Texas.

THE ORGANIZATION OF STUDENT REPRESENTATIVES - Mary Barton,OSR Rep 


Association of American Medical Colleges in Washington D.C. 


The follwoing resolutions were passed at the OSR business 
meeting. 

1. that schools include student reps and financial aid per- 
* sonnel in their deliberations and decisions concerning increases 
in medical school tuition. 

2. that a directory of GE programs be compiled - the informa- 
tion to be gathered via questionnaires to be distributed to first 
and second year residents requesting such information as: 


call schedules 

number patients/resident 

hours spent with attending/week 

degree of responsibility and independent thought 

benefits, etc. 
3. that schools be encouraged not to exact reprisals against 
students who respect housestaff picket lines. 
4. that the OSR actively oppose the Easterly bill and request 
that the AAMC do likewise. This is a bill before the Kentucky 
General Assembly requiring that all medical students at the Uni- 
versity agree to 1.) practice in Kentucky one year for each year 
of school successfully completed, or 2.) repay the state within 
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ten (10) years that state's cost of medical school minus 
tuition. 

5.) that a study group be appointed to investigate the use of 
the National Boards. These exams initially created solely for 
the purpose cf licensure. It seems that they are presently 
used as a means of evaluation of students and curricula and as 
a criterion for selection of residents. 


Other topics discussed in small group presentations included: 

1.) the current status of Health Manpower legislation. The 
health manpower law held a provision that medical schools must 
accept a certain number of US foreign students in their third 
year class in order to qualify for capitation - $2,000.00/students 
per year. This was to be implemented in the fall of 1978. 

Several medical schools refused to comply and would have lost 
federal monies for 1978-79. At the time the new Federal program 
of Insured loans for Health Professions Students was linked to 
their eligibility for capitation. Four medical schools led by 
Johns Hopkins were starting suit declaring the law unconstitutional. 


In early November the Senate repealed this provision of the Health 
Manpower bill. Meanwhile, the House passed a bill which would in- 
crease the admission of graduates of 2 year US medical schools 
and USFM students for 2 years. These two bills were submitted to 
a conference committee. 


The conference bill, which has passed both the House and the Senate 
repealed conpensatory admission of USFM students. Schools must in- 
crease enrollment in second and third year classes by 5% in order 
to qualify for capitation. This law takes effect in fall of 1978. 


2.) Bakke v. University of California - Davis: The official AAMC 
brief states that admissions procedures sensitive to the effects of 
race on educational background is constitutional under the Equal 
Protection clause for the following reasons: 

1. that "programs remedying the effects of past discrimination 
often must take race into account" and 2. that "GPAs and MCAT 
scores of racial/ethnic minorities as a class reflect a level of 
educational disadvantage which cannot be attributed to economic 
status.'' It was also noted that the MCAT test was originally 
devised to decrease attrition rates - the attrition rate has de- 
creased. Retention rates for blacks demonstrated that those ad- 
mitted under special minority admissions programs were academi- 
cally qualified to study medicine. Figures quoted were for 1970 
and 1971 - retention rates for blacks were 95% and 91% as 

compared to 98% and 97% for white students. 3. It should be 

the primary goal of admissions "'to select from among applicants 
deemed qualified to study medicine those who....will become 

high quality physicians most likely to contribute to the needs 

of the nation or the state for medical care." 


The following conclusions were reached in a study conducted by 
the National Planning Association. Minority physicians are 
practicing in Southern rural communities, low-income urban areas 
fields of primary care, and large city hospitals and neighbor-

The Leason Committee for Medical Education (LCME) is a group 
commissioned by the Office of Education of HEW to visit and 
accredit medical schools. This group is made up of members 

of the AAMC and the AMA. The secretariat responsible for 
making appointments, etc. switches yearly from the AAMC in 
Washington, D.C. to the AMA in Chicago. A group commissioned 
by the federal government is necessary to accredit medical 
schools because they receive federal funds. Due to the efforts 
of the OSR and other medical student groups the LCME has decided 
to include in its membership two non-voting student members - 
one from the AAMC and one from the AMA. These students will 
be nominated by their parent bodies for three year terms.

2. Since many of our medical students have been inquiring into 
the National Health Service Corps Scholarship Program, we thought 
that a summary of 1978/75 provisions would be helpful. 


The National Health Service Corps Scholarship Program is a fed- 

eral program, the intent of which is to address the physician 

maldistribution problem by providing significant support to 

medical students for their contractual promise to serve as 

physicians, after a 3-year residency of their choosing, in an 

area designated by the Public Health Service as having a short- 

age of physician services. In past years, the program has been 

fairly small and limited as to the number of persons who could 

be accepted into the program. | 


For 1978/79 and thereafter, however, the provisions of the | 
Public Health Service Act of 1976 (P.L. 94-484) go into effect, | 
altering the program from previous years to a significant extent. 
The number of openings in the program will expand dramatically, 
and, most qualified applicants who wish to do so will be able 

to enter the program. Priority in the awarding process will to 
to entering first-year and returning second-year students. The 
scholarship will cover full tuition, a stipend of $429. per 
month for 12 months per year (increasing each year with the per- 
centage increase in federal service salaries), plus a flat 
annual amount covering average fees for the student at each class 
level. IN 1978/79, and 1979/80, THE FUNDS ARE ENTIRELY EXEMPT 
FROM FEDERAL TAXATION. Further tax legislation will be required 
to extend the exemption beyond 1980. 


Each participant will receive three years after graduation to 
engage in internship/residency training before entering upon 
service in the NHSC. No specific type of residency training is 
required any longer. The only restriction is that such training 
efore entry into the NHSC can cover no more than 3 years. 
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The length of service obligation remains one year for each year 
on the scholarship program with a minimum of two years. Service 
will continue to be in the National Health Service Corps but the 
definition of shortage area will be expanded to include under- 
served inner-city areas, and can even include under-served 
specialties in certain hospitals and clinics. A great deal of 
regulation writing will occur on this subject. The penalty for 
breaking a service obligation contract will be three times the 
amount of scholarship received plus a maximm interest penalty.

Vital statistics: For the 1977-78 year, NHSC received 2,564 
applications for Medicine and Osteopathy, of which 1,834 were 
accepted into the program (71.5%). At Rush, 39 new applicants 
applied, and 29 were accepted (74.36%).

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VALENTINE'S TREAT 
Transfer Directions: 


Le Apply transfer only on 100% woven canadian goose down (non- 
radioactive) or no less than 65% - 70% goose down and 30% - 
35% tris (for non-smokers only). With other fabrics the 
transfer tends to fall off in the washing machine or during 
light rain. If you never plan on washing the garment you 
may use any material you wish. 


2. Test the fabric first by touching the tip of the iron to an 
inconspicuous spot (we suggest the pit area) to make sure it 
can take the heat. If the material turns black or melts the 
material has failed the test and you should turn its‘ anonymity 
number in to the Registrar's office immediately. 


3. With your Mr. Snippy or your dull edged scissors, carefully 
cut out the transfer and place it face down on the fabric. 


4. Spread a liberal amount of adhesive on the back of the trans- 
fer and then carefully turn the transfer right side up. The 
glue should now be positioned between the fabric and the 
transfer - if it isn't, go back to #2 and try again. 


Sis With the iron set carefully on "Off"' place the iron over the 
transfer and "apply direct pressure’ for 4.5 minutes. Be very 
careful about excess adhesive which may seep out when pressure 
is applied. This may cause the iron to become attached to the 
fabric making for a very heavy garment. If this does occur - 
go back to #2 and try again.

Alien FMGs not of national or international renown in the field of 
medicine, but who are of distinguished merit and ability may enter, 
with restrictions, if invited by a public or non-profit private edu- 
cational research institution to teach or conduct research. Patient 
care incidental to research or teaching would be permitted. 


H(II) - employment in a shortage occupation 


FMGs may not enter US under H(II) unless they are of national or 
international renown in the field of medicine. 


H(III) - trainees 
FMGs may not enter US in order to receive graduate medical edcuation.

It is estimated that 4-6,000 of these students are currently studying 
medicine abroad. According to the new Health Manpower legislation, 
medical schools must increase their enrollment by 5% in the 1978-79 
school year.

These students can be drawn from USFMS, 2 year medical schools, or 
Md - Ph.D. students. 


In fall, 1977 Rush sent out 1,500 applications for its 16 available 
positions in the third year class. Six to ten positions will be 
available in fall, 1978 in the third year class.

CARDAMON BRAID 
a la Sarah Roskam 
Ipkg. active dry yeast 3/4c. milk 
4c. butter or margarine 1/3c. sugar 
1 egg 3/4t. ground cardamon 
4st. salt 2 3/4- 3c. sifted white flour 


Dissolve yeast in kc. warm water. Cream butter and sugar. Beat 
in the egg. Then add yeast mixture, remaining milk, salt, and 
cardamon. Gradually mix in flour to make a moderately soft dough. 
Turn out onto lightly floured surface; knead until smooth and 
elastic, approx. 5-8 minutes. Place in lightly greased bowl, 
turning once to grease surface. Cover; let rise until the dough 
has doubled, about 14 hours. Punch down (pretend it's your least 
favorite professor). Turn out onto lightly floured surface and 
divide dough into thirds and form into balls. Let rest 10 min- 
utes. 


Roll each ball to a l6inch rope (or 40cm. for all you metric 
freaks), line up the three ropes, one inch (2.54cm.) apart on a 
greased baking sheet. Braid loosely, beginning in the middle 

and working towards the ends. Pinch ends together and tuck under. 
Cover; let rise 40 minutes until almost double. Brush with a 
little milk. Sprinkle with 1 tablespoon of sugar then bake in a 
375°F oven for 20 -25 minutes or until nicely browned. Cool on 
a wire rack; makes one braid.

PREVENTION MINDED MEDICAL STUDENTS 


A group of Phase I §& II medical students, working in conjunction 
with the faculties of the Departments of Preventive Medicine, 
Family Practice, and Continuing Medical Education are planning 

a conference on "Prevention in Medical Practice’. It will 
address some of the key issues in prevention and hopefully 

leave the participants - medical students and practicing 
physicians with practical, applicable information. The con- 
ference will probably take place next fall and have some 
nationally renowned faculty members and be free for medical 
student participants. Topics will include the ethical considera- 
tions of intervention, patient compliance, risk factor analysis, 
prenatal care, behavior modification techniques in lifestyle 
intervention and current concepts in the detection, epidemiology, 
management of hypertension, hyperlipidemia, and stress.

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VISIT TO SCOTT AIR FORCE BASE 


On February 8, 1978 Joe Swihart, Registrar and Robert Leitze, Dir. 
of Student Financial Aid represented Rush as guests of the U.S. 
Air Force Medical Recruitment Office for a tour of Scott Air Force 
Base, Illinois located about 30 miles from St.Louis, Missouri. 
The trip was extremely informative and they returned with a new 
view toward military medicine. 

Because of the existence of the Medical Airlift Command and the 
cooperation between the service branches and civilian hospitals 
it appears that service personnel, their dependents and retired 
veterans receive an excellence of health care often not matched 
in the civilian sector. Scott AFB Hospital has a Family Practice 
Residency as well as several others. It has the only Pulmonary 
Medicine Residency in the Air Force and cases are flown in from 
all over the world. 


The physicians with whom they spoke stated the most important 
reasons for choosing military medicine included the absence of 
competition between individuals sometimes felt in private 
practice, the cooperative spirit, and the healthy sharing of 
information for the singular purpose of providing the best 
medical care available. They do not feel the pressure for in- 
come production and the increased concern about malpractice 
insurance felt by private practitioners but they do make a good 
living. They also do not have to be concerned whether or not 
the patient can afford the prescribed procedures. Physicians 
in the service have outstanding opportunties to further their 
specialty or train for another specialty without disruption of 
advancement in rank or loss of income. These opportunities 
normally are not available to the civilian without considerable 
personal sacrifice. 


Disadvantages were also cited, the primary one being that a 
military physician cannot just quit at any time. Further there 
is opportunity to serve in a variety of locations around the 
world although no location can be considered permanent (although 
many of them are nearly so). 


The rigid formality commonly associated with military life is 
gone except for a few ready alert commands. We are told that 
such is the case for the Army and Navy as well. Equal opportuni- 
ties for advancement and certainly for pay exist for women and 
minorities. Fact sheets about the USAF Scholarship Program are 
available in both the Registrar's and Financial Aid Offices and 
information can be obtained for the other branches within a few 
days. Basically, the program provides free tuition, fees, books, 
and carries a $400.00 monthly stipend. 


Mr. Swihart and Mr. Leitze encourage medical students to explore 
the Armed Forces Health Professions Scholarship Programs as a 
means to finance their education and find opportunities for ex- 
cellent graduate medical education positions.

ENTERTAINING ON A SHOESTRING 


For lunch or brunch in a grand manner, here's a classic to make "ahead". 
Serve with asparagus, hard rolls and cake for dessert. 


Quiche Lorraine 
Ingredients Needed: 


1 stick or i packet of pie crust mix 

12 slices bacon (approx. %lb.) crisply fried 

1c. shredded natural Swiss cheese (4 oz.) 
1/3 c. minced onion 

4 eggs 

2c. light cream (20%) or whipping cream 
3/4 t. salt 

% t. sugar 


1/8 t. cayenne red pepper 


Heat oven to 425° . Prepare pastry for 9-inch one crust pie as directed 
on package. Sprinkle bacon, cheese and onion in pastry lined pie pan. 
With rotary beater, blend remaining ingredients; pour into pie shell 

and bake approx. 15 minutes. 


Reduce oven temperature to 300°. Bake pie 30 minutes longer or until 
knife inserted one inch from the edge comes out clean. Let pie stand 
for 10 minutes before cutting. Serve in wedges. 6 servings

CURRENT MEDICAL LEGISLATION 
Mary Barton - OSR 


Admissions Policies: 

1. The Illinois Supreme Court ruled that a medical school's 
failure to evaluate an applicant according to the academic 
criteria published in its bulletin is a breach of contract 
and may even constitute fraud if there is an "intent to 
deceive"'. 


2. HEW is attempting to issue regulations implementing the 
Discrimination Act of 1975. The regulations will establish 
government-wide standards to eliminate "unreasonable" age 
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2. 


discrimination in programs or activities receiving federal 
financial assistance. The Commission on Civil Rights was 
enlisted to identify such programs - one of the programs 
identified was medical schools' admissions policies with 
respect to age. 


Pulcepeee** Medical Education: 


The U.S. Supreme Court upheld the dismissal of Charlotte Horo- 
witz, from the University of Missouri, Kansas City School of 
Medicine. Among the reasons for dismissal were inadequate 
personal hygiene and rapport with patients. The court agreed 
that the school had fairly notified the student of her weak- 
nesses and had given her ample opportunity to discuss and 
improve them. 


OPS - Blue Shield has awarded a grant of $100, 000. to the 
Medical Research Foundation of Oregon for use by the School 

of Medicine to finance a program for educating medical students 
in the field of health care costs. 


Graduate Medical Education: On March 1 the House Committee on 


fucation an or adopted the Thompson bill which would 
define interns and residents as employees for purposes of 
collective bargining under the National Labor Relations Act. 
This bill would overturn the Cedar-Sinai decision of the 
National Labor Relations Board which held that housestaff 
were primarily students. The bill now goes to the House Rules 
Committee. 


Health Manpower: Congressman Paul Rogers has introduced two 


mutually exclusive bills: 1. This bill would repeal 
current capitation grant authority for medical schools 
and would increase authorization for support of primary 
care residency programs, area health education centers, 
and scholarships for disadvantaged students. It would 
also increase authorization of appropriations for medical 
school financial distress grants from $5 to $15 million 
in 1979, and from $5 to $12 million for 1980. 2. The 
main provision of this bill would amend the residency 
provisions of the existing law's capitation requirement. 
By 1980 - 50% of the filled first-year residency train- 
ing positions will have to be in primary care specialties 
(general, medicine, peds, or family medicine). Schools 
could not count students who complete a 3-year primary 
care training program but then go into a subspecialty of 
peds or medicine rather than directly in practice. 


It may be of interest to note that the Carter Administra- 
tion's principal goal, in regards to health manpower, is 
to solve the geographic and specialty maldistribution 
problems of health care delivery and not to support the 
general education of health professionals. This is 
evidenced by the following excerpts from Carter's fiscal 
1979 health programs budget request:

NEWS FOR MEDICAL STUDENTS REGARDING THE AMA LOAN PROGRAM 


As most medical students are aware, the AMA has been 
providing loan guarantees for medical student borrowers 
through the Continental Bank here in Chicago (other banks 
for students in other areas of the country). In recent

years the reduction in federal student aid to medical 
students across the country has led to substantially 
increased use of the AMA program to the point that the 
AMA no longer has sufficient resources to guarantee all 
loans requested by students in the U.S. Further, the 
banks are experiencing some default problems and some 
high administrative costs. Therefore, according to a 
recent commmication from Mr. Charles W. Macenski, 
Executive Secretary of the AMA-ERF, the program will 

be curtailed to a large extent and the interest rate 

will be increased to offset the bank's higher adminis- 
tive costs. To quote from Mr. Macenski's letter: 
'"",....AMA-ERF has been informed by a few of its larger 
participating banks that the cost of their money and 

of handling and administration require that their 

margins be increased ..... (N)ew higher interest sche- 
dules have been proposed to meet this need."" Further, 

his letter states, "To reaffirm the nature of the AMA- 

ERF Guaranteed Loan Program as a source of last resort 
funds, and to maintain the integrity of the program 
within the scale of the Foundation's resources, individual 
schools will be limited to 50 AMA-ERF Guaranteed Loans 

in any one year.....ettective immediately and includes 
loans made since January 1, 1978." (emphasis added) Thus 
the program will have to change from a totally discretionary 
program to one which will require rationing to some extent. 
All medical students should be aware of the fact that this 
means that the Financial Aid Office must now limit the use 
of this program to those who need it the most and not 
merely allow all to have access to it.

To help combat the problem of cheating, th i 
recommendations were made to the Dean! eens 


1. That examinations be given in large or mtliple rooms so 
that students are seated at least one seat apart from each 
other. 


2. Several proctors be used for each examination and allegations 
of cheating based upon student behavior or actual evidence 
be brought to the attention of the party immediately as well 
as other proctors. 


3. A student honor code be developed. 


Committee on Courses of Study 
submitted by Chris Mlot 
Phase I 


The Committee on Courses of Study (COCOS) has been work- 
ing on the following items: 


1. Coordination of Clinical Pathophysiology with the 
Pathology course in Phase II. 


2. Anew Phase I schedule has been presented, with the main 
change being the incorporation of Gross Anatomy and 
Histology into one course called Gross § Microscopic 
Anatomy. 


3. A mechanism to evaluate the National Board exam questions 
by COCOS subcommittees and the course directors. Three 
things will be determined - if the questions are relevant, 
- if they are taught at Rush, and if they should be 
taught at Rush. 


4. Evaluation of the Family Practice Clerkship (a four week 
required clerkship) and best sequencing of it with the 
core clerkships. 


5. Evaluation of curriculum, teaching staff, et al. at the 
affiliated hospitals where Rush students do their clerk- 
ships in Phase III. Primary goal is consistency of con- 
tent and uniform teaching objectives. 
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Committee on Courses of Study - cont'd 


6. Last but not least, still in the primitive streak 
stage, is an embryonic investigations to determine 
the plausibility of setting up a CPR course for 
medical students and Rush personnel. 


Faculty Council 
submitted by Craig Zippe 
Phase II 


The Faculty is evaluating the recent recommendation from 
the Committee on Student Evaluation and Promotion (COSEP), 
regarding the grading system at Rush Medical College. On 
February 15, COSEP passed the following resolution with a 
ballot of 12 affirmative votes and 3 opposed: 


1. That identification numbers be assigned to each student 
for the period of one year (or the duration of one Phase). 


2. That the Registrar's Office administer the identifica- 
tion number system and that this code therefore be 
available to the faculty on request. 


3. That the grading system be changed to: ~- pass with 
honors, pass, fail. The honors and pass levels require- 
ments are to be determined by each course director and 
indicated to the student body at the beginning of each 
course. 


4. That this system apply to incoming classes beginning with 
the Phase I Class of 1978, September. 


In evaluating the above COSEP resolution, the Faculty Coun- 
cil has sought and received input from students and faculty 
through a number of channels. There have been conversations 
between several Faculty Council members and students, an 
open hearing before the Council on April 6th, letters to 
COSEP, letters to the Dean, and informal "Caffeine with the 
Dean" gatherings. In its May and subsequent monthly meetings 
the Faculty Council will attempt to synthesize coherently and 
fairly this formidable body of information into a workable 
solution. 


Briefly, the arguments for acceptance of the COSEP recommenda- 
tion include early identification of failing students, 
placement of students in more reputable residency programs, 
and an educational environment more conducive to teaching and 
evaluation of students over a four-year period. Arguments to 
support retention of the present Pass/Fail-Anonymity system 
include preservation of the spirit of cooperation and openness 
that pervades the medical college today, the relative unimpor- 
tance of the first two years in residency program selection,

and the recognition that student motivation from internal 
sources vs. external rewards is more conducive to true 
intellectual independence and growth. 


The question - what grading system best serves the majority 
of Rush students - is obviously one of complexity and lends 
itself to many foregone conclusions rather than specific 
data. The Faculty Council will hopefully approach the 
issue with the same degree of precision and exactness 

that we, as physicians and student doctors, demand in our 
assessment and diagnosis of patient illness.

Also, the 
Faculty Council meetings are open to everyone and are held 
on the first Thursday of every month.

DUCKLING 


A main course, this special 
deserves a lush garnish. I 
encircled my duck with kumquats, 
grapes (red and green) and 
candied fruit - see picture. 


1 ready-to-cook duckling 
(4 to 5 pounds) 


2 T minced onion 5 

4 t. tarragon leaves Dehetre 

2 T butter or margarine 

45 c. orange juice 

4 t. salt (Here's a little tip - if you're afraid 
4 t. dry mustard that your duck may be too greasy, stuff 
4c. currant jelly it with bread or sliced apples. This 

2 T. shredded orange peel will absorb the grease. Of course you 
2 T. port or, if desired will throw out the bread/apple stuffing 
Cranberry cocktail before you serve your meal.) 


1 orange, pared and sectioned 
43 t. cornstarch 


Wash duckling and pat dry. Fasten neck skin to back with skewers. 

Lift wing tips up and over back for natural brace. Heat oven to 
325. Place duckling breast side up on rack in open shallow roasting 
pan. 


Cook and stir onion and tarragon leaves in butter until onion is 
tender. Add oragne juice, salt, mustard, currant jelly and orange 
peel. Heat over medium heat, stirring constantly, until jelly is 
melted. Reduce heat; stir in wine and orange sections. 

Measure sauce; reserve half for glaze. Brush duckling with part of 
remaining orange sauce. Roast uncovered about 2!; hours, pricking skin 
with a fork and brushing occasionally with remaining orange sauce. If 
duckling becomes too brown, place a piece of aluminum foil lightly over 
breast. Duckling is done when drumstick meat feels very soft. 

In a small saucepan, stir reserve orange sauce slowly into cornstarch. 
Cook over medium heat, stirring constantly, until mixture thickens and 
boils. Boil and stir 1 minute. Just before serving pour sauce over 
duckling. 4 servings.

2 pounds butternut or buttercup squash

Mary Barton, Phase III 


The following is a combination of information that I received 
at the national meeting in New Orleans and recent health 
legislation. The most surprising thing that I have learned 
in the past year is how directly Congress affects our lives 
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now as medical students and in the future as physicians and 
researchers. The most striking example of this is the 

financial assistance available through the federal government 

- the general change in emphasis from low interest loans to 
service exchanges or high interest loans. I will try to cover 
that topic in detail in next months issue. Now to the substance 
of the meeting. 


The following resolutions were passed by the OSR. These 
resolutions generally become the focus of attention of the 
governing body of the OSR for that year. They are recommenda- 
tions. 


- a literature search on stress on undergraduates as well as 
housestaff be conducted. 


- that same consideration be given to American students studying 
abroad as to other applicants for openings due to attrition. 


- that deferment throughout residency years for repayment of all 
FISL loans be an available option to those in need of it. 


- that regional meetings not be held in states that have not 
passed ERA. 


- that support and flexibility (program) be available to students 
planning families, from their schools. 


- to urge support of legislative and administrative efforts to 
reinstate governmental funding of abortions to insure that all 
women are afforded equitable access and privacy rights with re- 
spect to abortion service. 


- that an OSR study group be established to conduct literature 
search of the National Board exam and to propose guidelines in- 
suring its appropriate use. 


- that the OSR-maximize efforts in obtaining accurate information on 


Public Health Service and military financial assistance programs and 
disseminating such to students considering these alternatives. 


- to investigate the feasability of tuition contracts or other 
agreements by which a medical student, upon admission, may be able 
to reasonably predict the total cost of his medical education. 


- that the OSR conduct a literature search on P/F vs. grading 
systems. 


- To investigate federal regulations stating that a student cannot 
hold both a HEAL loan ($10,000 @ 12%) and a FISL loan ($5,000 @ 7%) 
in the same academic year. 


- That a study be conducted of the supply and demand in sub-specialty 
positions. 
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OTHER TIDBITS: 


1. 


3 vs. 4 year programs study completed ...... 


"Although no objective differences in academic performance were found 
between students of three and four year programs, factors such as 
curriculum compression, perceived stress of faculty and students, and 
perceived problems with the timing of student career choices contributed 
to the decline of interest in the three year program." These programs 
increased in the 60's due to financial incentives provided by the 
federal government and provided and additional 2,438 physicians. As of 
July, 1978 required three year programs were conducted in only 7 
institutions. Four of these were proposing conversion for 78-79. 


The Thompson Ammendment defining house staff as employees for purposes of 
the National Labor Relations Act died of inaction as Congress closed 
without considering it. 


Dr. Jack Bolger from the University of Minnesota spoke about the current 
use of National Boards for purposes of evaluation and promotion. 


Must take boards for Must pass boards for 
graduation graduation 
1977-78 75% 50% 
1978-79 90% 70% 


20% of schools teack for the boards. Or. Bolger partially attributes 
this to the institutional self-study required for reaccredidation. This 
study must include the school's national rank on the boards and the mean 
scores. As Dr. Bolger sees it, another important factor is ineffective 
student government and the problems students ensounter in getting their 
views expressed. 


The Trend Student of Coordinated Trensfer Applicant System (COTRANS) 
reports that 50% of its participants are from families with annual in- 
comes greater that $20,000 and over 20% have physician fathers compared 
with about 12% for regular applicants.

RECIPES FROM RENA' 


Christmas just wouldn't be Christmas without the excitement that comes 
from making the traditional cookies. Everyone finds an excuse to

Everyone can help by pushing nuts’ and candied fruits into 
the dough or sprinkling colored sugars on top. 


These cookies also make especially attractive Christmas gifts. 
Arranged on a pretty tray or plate and wrapped for hand-delivery, 
or boxed carefully and wrapped in gay Christmas paper, they are sure 
to get a warm welcome. 


SPRITZ COOKIES (far and away my favorite pressed cookie!) 


lc. Butter or Margarine, softened 

4c. Sugar 
2c. All-purpose flour (if using self rising flour, omit salt) 
4st. Salt (see the above note) 

1 Egg 

1t. Almond extract or vanilla 


Heat oven to 400 . Cream butter and sugar. Blend in remaining in- 
gredients. Fill cookie press with 1/4 of dough at a time; form desired 
shapes on ungreased baking sheet. Bake 6 to 9 minutes or until set 
but not brown. 


Christmas Decorated Spritz: Before baking, top cookies with currants, 
raisins, candies, nuts, slices of candied fruits or candied fruit peels 
arranged in colorful and attractive patterns. Or, after baking decorate 
with colored sugars, cinnamon candies and finely chopped nuts. Use a 
drop of corn syrup to hold decorations in place on baked cookies. 
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THUMBPRINT COOKIES 


4c. Butter or Margarine, softened 
kc. Shortening 
kc. Brown sugar (packed) 
1 Egg, separted 
Xt. Vanilla 
lc. All-purpose flour (again, omit salt if using self-rising flour) 
St. Salt (see above note) 
3/4c. Finely chopped nuts 
Jelly or tinted confectioner sugar icing 


Heat oven to 350 . Mix thoroughly butter, shortening, sugar, egg 
yolk and vanilla. Work in flour and salt (if needed) until dough 
holds together. Shape dough by teaspoons into l-inch balls. 


Dip each ball into egg white; rol] in nuts. Place one inch apart 

on ungreased baking sheets; press thumb deeply into center of each. 
Bake about 10 minutes or until light brown. Immediately remove 

from baking sheet. Fill thumbprints with jelly (mint, strawberry or 
cherry for bright Christmas colors). 


HELPFUL _HINTS: 


In your holiday cookies or cakes try butter and/or rum extract. 
This will give your cookies a delicious aroma and makes people 
think they are rich with butter. Also, add a little (a drop or 
two) yellow food coloring to your cookie recipe, it give the 
cookie a rich look. Not too much, you don't want gold cookies - 
just rich yellow. 


If you have attachments to make lots cf other designs, do so. 

I usually use the Spritz recipe and make Christmas trees, reindeer, 
Angels, and then decorate them. Also, always make sure your cookie 
sheet is cool before you press out anymore cookies. When you re- 
move your cookies from the sheet, simply wash it in cold water. 
That way when one is cooling you can have another tray in baking.
